For Walkout

A two week extension, of sleel conlracls eased the threat 
of a strike of Steelworkers here and across the nation yesler- 
day aflernoon. Steelworkers' President David J. McDonald an­ 
nounced extension of the contracts until July 14. The agree­ 
ments were scheduled to end at midnight Tuesday.

McDonald's announcement 
followed by an hour a plea 
from President Elsenhower to 
end the strike threat. McDon­ 
ald said two weeks would be 
"ample to conclude new col­ 
lective bargaining agreements 
in good-faith negotiations."

Plans for an orderly shut­ 
down of the local plant of the 
Columbia-Geneva Division, U.S. 
Steel in the event of a strike 
by Steelworkers have been 
worked out between represen­ 
tatives of Steelworkers Local 
1414 and plant management, it 
was reported yesterday.

Tuesday noon deadline has 
been set at the plant, and if no 
word of setllement has been 
received by that time the open 
hearth furnaces will be charg­ 
ed for the last time, a com­ 
pany spokesman said. The 
"heat" in the furnaces will be 
completed, and furnaces per­ 
mitted to cool gradually prior 
to the midnight Tuesday strike 
deadline.

OPEN HEARTH furnaces do 
not need to be banked, officials 
explained, but a reasonable 
ooling period is required to 

prevent damage to the facili­ 
ties.

At a special meeting of man­ 
agement and union representa­ 
tives here Friday, it was agreed 
that two trouble shooters would 
be permitted in the plant on 
each of the three daily shifts. 
An electrical and mechanical 
maintenance man will be as­ 
signed to each shift to prevent 
damage to the facilities be­ 
cause of the shutdown, it was 
agreed.
